FY 2016: Appropriates atotal of $977.6 million from the General Fund and 12,298.6 FTE positions for FY
2016 to the Department for the Blind, the College Student Aid Commission, the Department of Education,
and the Board of Regents. Thisis a decrease of $8.6 million and an increase of 296.4 FTE positions
compared to estimated FY 2015.

Appropriates atotal of $40.3 million from the Skilled Worker and Job Creation Fund (SWJCF) for FY 2016.
Thisis no change compared to estimated FY 2015.

FY 2017: Provides Genera Fund and SWJCF appropriations for FY 2017 at 50.0% of FY 2016 levels, with
the exception of anew $10.0 million appropriation to the Department of Education in FY 2017 for High
Needs Schools.

Early Warning System for Literacy: Thisisanew appropriation of $2.0 million for FY 2016. Funding for
this purpose was included in the FY 2015 appropriation for the Department of Education administration. The
Early Warning System provides reading assessments for Pre-K through grade 6 to detect students deficient
in reading. Local school districts use universal screening and progress monitoring assessments, and store
student performance data on a statewide database. The lowa Department of Education provides the
assessments at no cost to schools.

Teacher Leadership and Compensation Program from also receiving payments from the Beginning Teacher
Mentoring and Induction Program.

Student Achievement and Teacher Quality Allocations: Changes include the following: Page 23, Line 27

® A $10.0 million alocation for High Needs Schoolsis delayed until FY 2017.
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® A decrease to the Beginning Teacher and Mentoring Induction program by $2.3 million compared to
estimated FY 2015.

I owa Grants Program: Eliminates the statute establishing the lowa Grants Program.

Statewide Preschool Program Costs: Division V of the Bill makes changes to the statute related to the
Statewide Preschool Program. The changes include:

® Permits school districts to transport preschool students along with students not in the preschool
program.

* Allows administrative funds to be used for outreach activities and rent for facilities not owned by the
school district.

® Permits up to 10.0% of the amount of preschool foundation aid passed through to a community-based
provider to be used for administrative costs. Permits the cost of transportation involving children
participating in the preschool program and other children to be prorated.

® Specifiesthat the Division isretroactively applicable to July 1, 2014.

Student Data Prohibition: Specifies that the State Board of Education and the Department of Education
cannot enter into an agreement with any entity or third party that has or has had an agreement with any
federal agency to share personally identifiable student data or is attempting to make such data available.

At-Risk, Alternative, and Dropout Programs and Funding: Division VI of the Bill makes changes to statute
for these programs as follows:

® Permits aschool district to use funding received through supplementary weighting in the School Aid
formula and money received through the dropout and dropout prevention program for at-risk pupils.

® Permits up to 5.0% of the total amount a school district receives for at-risk programs or as modified
supplemental amount under lowa Code section 257.41 to be used for district-wide or building-wide
at-risk and dropout prevention programming targeted to pupils who are not deemed at-risk.

® Permits aschool district to use money received for the at-risk program or as modified supplemental
amount under lowa Code section 257.41 to pay for the instructional costs necessary to address the
pupil's behavior if they have been determined by the school district to be likely to inflict self-harm or
likely to harm another pupil.

® Removes the requirement that the Department of Education must submit an annual report that includes
the ways school districts used modified supplemental amountsin the previous school year.

lowa Tuition Grant: Strikes the cap of $5,000 on individual lowa Tuition Grant awards.

All Towa Opportunity Scholarship Program: Permits qualified students to receive the scholarship for up to
two full-time academic years of undergraduate study or the equivalent. Specifies that scholarships are
awarded on an annual basis and cannot exceed the lesser of the student's financial need, half of the average
resident tuition and mandatory fees at a Regents university, or the resident tuition and mandatory fees
charged for the program in which the student is enrolled.

Postsecondary School Registration: Creates an exemption from the requirement to file a bond as evidence
of financial responsibility for educational courses of flight instruction provided under Federal Aviation
Administration regulations if students do not pay tuition in advance of instruction, students may cancel the
course at any time with no further monetary obligation, and the course is provided for recreational purposes
only.
